When it is completed it will have 
consumed fifteen thousand reams of paper. Think 
not that the woollen or the cotton manufactures, 
are the only ones for whose benefit sheep are rais- 
ed, or cotton imported: for this one work will use 
up the amount of a thousand bales of cotton in 


paper—and will require 


the skins of sixty thou- 


sand sheep for its binding! 
The most extensive printing establishment in 
England, at the present time, is that of the ‘So.

At their sessions held in York, Pa, October, 1835. 


The Synod of Philadelphia met, agreeably to adjournment, 
in the Presbyterian church in York, Pennsylvania, on Wednes- 
day, October 28th, 1835, at 11 o’clock A. M., and was opened 
with a sermon, by the Rev. C. C.,Cuyler, D. D. the Moderator 
of last year, from Solomon’s Songs, vi. 10. ** Who is she that 
looketh forth as the morning. fair as the moon, clear as the 
sun, and terrible as an army with banners ?”’ 

After worship, the Synod was constituted with prayer, and 
then had a recess until_half past two o’clock. 

After recess the Synod met, and the roll being called, it ap- 
peared that the following members were present viz:

«s Resolved, That at and after the meeting of the Synod of 
Philadelphia, in October next, the Synod of Delaware shall be 
dissolved, and the Presbyteries constituting the same shall be 
then and thereafter annexed to the Synod of Philadelphia: and 
that the Synod of Philadelphia, thus constituted by the union 
aforesaid, shall take such order concerning the organization of its 
several Presbyteries, as may be deemed expedient and constitu- 
tional :—and that said Synod, if it shall deem it desirable, make 
application to the next General Assembly, for such a division of 
the Synod as may best suit the convenience of all its, Presbyte- 
ries, and promote the glory of God.”

An appeal from a decision of the Assembly’s 2d Presbytery 
of Philadelphia, in the case of the Rev. Mr. Barnes, by the Rev. 
Dr. Junkin, was presented and referred to the Judicial Commit- 
tee. A complaint against the same Presbytery, by Dr. Darrach, 
was referred to the same committee. 

‘¢The Committee to whom was referred the question of the 
admission as members of Synod, of Thomas Elmes, John A. 
Stewart, William Sobay, and John Lindsay, claiming to be 
Ruling Elders, report, that Mr. Elmes claims to be a Ruling 
Elder in a church called the **Church worshipping in Arch 
street above Tenth street, Philadephia; Mr. Stewart of a 
church called **the Central Presbyterian Church of the Nor- 
thern Liberties, Philadelphia ;’” Mr. Sobay of a church called 
‘* Columbus,” situated in Burlington county, N. J.; And: Mr.

The first two of these churches are located 
within the geographical bounds of the Second Presbytery of 
Philadelphia (Synodical ;) the third, either within the geogra- 
phical limits of the same, or of the Presbytery of New Bruns- 
wick, in the Synod of New Jersey; and the last within the 
geographical limits of the Presbytery of Philadelphia. All 
these churches, as far as your committee can ascertain were 
organized since the meeting of the last General Assembly, and 
by the Assembly’s Second Presbytery of Phila- 
delphia. 
Your committee are of opinion that it was not the intention 
of the General Assembly that formed the Second Presbytery of 
Philadelphia, that they should organize and receive churches 
within the geggraphical limits of other Presbyteries; besides 
there were memorials and petitions against this practice sent 
up to the last Assembly. which memorials and petitions, the 
committee have understood were not finally acted on, because 
of the dissolution of the Synod of Delaware, and the attachment 
of the Presbyteries to this Synod, which placed the remedy of the 
evil in the hands of this Synod ; and further, this Synod at their 
last meeting solemnly expressed their opinion, in a remonstrance 
and petition, that the Assembly’s Second Presbytery had no 
right to form churches with the geographical limits of other 
Presbyteries. Such were the circumstances under which the 
churches, whose elders claim a seat, were organized and 
received. But inasmuch as the question of the right of the 
Second Presbytery to organize and receive churches within the 
geographical bounds of other Presbyteries, the committee un- 
derstand, will come before Syriod in the form of complaints and 
other ways, the committee recommend that the elders in question 
be admitted toa seat until the principle mvolved in such com- 
plaints be finally settled.”

The Moderator inquired of Dr. Junkin, the Appellant in the 
case, whether he was prepared to prosecute his Appeal? Dr. 
Junkin answered in the affirmative. 
Mr. Barnes was then asked whether he was prepared: and 
answered that he came here fully prepared to enter into the 
— and that so far as he was personally concerned he was 
ready. | 

It was thep ordered that the Assembly’s 2d Presbytery, be 
directed to lay their records in the case of Mr. Barnes and Dr. 
Junkin forthwith on the table of Synod. Ordered that the stated 
Clerk of this Synod forthwith put this resolution into the hande 
of the Moderator and clerk of the Assembly’s 2d Presbytery. 
Dr. Junkin read the following paper, which he requested 
might go on the minutes, viz: 
‘I wished to appeal directly to the General Assembly, and 
made a proposition to the Presbytery and to Mr. Barnes to that 
amount. He objected, and the Presbytery acquiesced in the 
objection. The question then was, whether the Appeal should 
be to the Synod of Delaware or to the Synod of Philadelphia. 
This question depended upon the priority as to the meetings of 
the two Synods; and I asked whether the Synod of Delaware 
would be in existence and would have a session before its expi- 
ration. I was answered in the negative, and accordingly with 


the consent, and as I believe, according to the wishes of the 


Presbytery, I appealed to this Synod. 
Geo. Junxin.” 


Assembly’s 2d Presbytery of Philadelphia, (except Mr. Barnes 
and he by virtue of being an original party) be considered at 
liberty to take any part in the progress of this cause, except 
to speak in explanation of their judgment, or their dissent, at 
the time indicated: Book of Discipline, Chap. VII. Sec. III. 
Sub. Sec. VIII. or to give information at the request of Synod, 
as indicated in Sub. Sec. IX of said Sec. 

‘The Moderater was called on to decide who are the-parties 
before this judicatory—and answered, that Dr. Junkin and Mr. 
Barnes are the original parties, and that the Assembly’s 2d Pres- 
bytery are a party, so far as the constitution as referred to above, 
recognize them-as a party. 

The Moderator declared a recess of the court for fifteen min- 
utes, to give time to the Assembly’s 2d Presbytery, to answer 
the call of this court to lay on the table their records in the case 
of Mr. Barnes. The Synod proceeded then to the consideration 
of other business. The Assembly’s 2d Presbytery obtained 
leave to withdraw for a short time. : 

The committee on the records of the Presbytery of District of 
Columbia, reported, and recommended that they be approved 
from page 134 to page 184. This report was accepted. 

The committee on the records of the 2d Presbytery of Phila- 
delphia, (Synodical) reported that they have attended to the 
duty, and recommend that the records be approved from page 
35 to page 68 inclusive. ‘I'he subjects recorded on pages 49, 58, 
and 59, and on pages 50 and 51, viz: the Fair Mount Church, 
and the formation of New Churches, being referred to a special 
committee, no further notice of them by this committee is con- 
sidered necessary. ‘This report was accepted. 

The Synod resumed the consideration of the reports on the 
state of Religion—and the reading of the reports was called for. 
Reports were heard from all the Presbyteries, except from Bal- 
timore, the General Assembly’ 2d, Wilmington, and Lewes— 
ordered that these delinquent Presbyteries put their reports on 
this subject, into the hands of the committee. __ 

At 12 o’clock, M. the Synod agreed to have recess till half 
past 2 P. M. 


Half past 2 o'clock, P. M, 

The Synod met after recess. The committee of overtures re- 
ported a petition from the Presbytery of Wilmington, for a divi- 
sion of Synod; this paper was referred to the committee on the 
division of Synod—also a petition from the congregation of New 
Castle, under the care of the Presbytery of Wilmington, to be 
transferred to the Presbytery of New Castle, which was referred 
to the same: committee; also a memorial from the Carlisle 
Presbytery, which was ordered to be put on the docket; also an 
overture in relation to Foreign Missions, which was read and 
put on the docket. 

The Judicial committee reported that they have had a paper 
purporting to be a complaint of the Presbytery of New Castile, 
against, the Presbytery of Wilmington under consideration, but 
not finding it to be properly and constitutionally a complaint, 
and yet containing a grievance which it may be proper for this 
Synod to inquire into, recommend to Synod to require the Pres- 


utes as relate to the formation of a church at Newark, that Sy- 
nod may consider the case by way of review and control. 

This report was accepted and put on the docket. 

The Committee on the records of the Presbytery of Wilming- 
ton, reported that the records of that Presbytery, have not been 
put into their hands, and that the reason assigned by the stated 
clerk of said Presbytery for it, is that they have no records 
which are subject to the review of this Synod. 

The Synod resumed the consideration of the case of Mr. 
Barnes; and the Assembly’s 2d Presbytery were called on for 
an answer to the call by Synod tor the minutes of that Presby- 
tery in relation to the presentcase. ‘The Moderator of that Pres- 
bytery, read the following paper viz: 

‘© Whereas the Synod have not considered, and acted on, our 
plea in bar, presented to them this morning ; nor suffered us to 
be heard in explanation or support of this plea; but have ex- 
cluded us from the house, and ordered us, forthwith, to lay our 
records, in the case of Mr. Barnes, before the Synod—therefore 

Resolved, That the Presbytery respectfully refer the Synod to 
that plea, and decline the presentation of our records to them,— 
the Synod of Philadelphia being, in our judgment, not authorised 
by the General Assembly, to take cognizance of the doings of 
this Presbytery, prior to the 28th of October, instant. Moreo- 
ver, the Presbytery respectfully represent to the Synod, that 
Dr. Junkin had no instructions or pledge from us, in relation to 
the body to which he should appeal.” 3

Resolved, That a committee of nine be appointed to draft a 
minute expressive of the sense of Synod in the case.—Dr. 
Laurie, Dr. Martin, Dr. Cuyler, Mr. 8. J. Breckinridge, Mr. Linn, 
Mr. McGinley—Ministers—And Messrs. Hepburn, Cassat, and 
Morris—L£iders, were appointed on this committee. 

The Committee on the paper purporting to be an appeal, &c. 
of the Assembly’s Second Presbytery of Philadelphia, from the 
vote of censure passed by Synod, made the following report, 
which was accepted and adopted, and is as follows, viz: 

The Committe appointed to prepare a minute in relation to the 
appeal of the Assembly’s Second Presbytery, against the deci- 
sion of this Synod, declaring the conduct of said Presbytery, in 
endeavouring to embarrass the proceedings of Synod in the case 
Dr. Junkin against Rev. Albert Barnes, to be obstinate, unjust, 
&c., beg leave to report, that said Presbytery have stated in their 
appeal that their withholding the records in the case of Mr. 
Barnes was the ground of the decision appealed from. That 
this constituted a part of the ground your committee readily 
admit, but the decision of Synod declares the whole con- 
duct of said Presbytery in the premises to be obstinate unjust, 
&c. The said Presbytery have moreover erred in declaring that 
Synod refused to consider their plea to the jurisdiction of the 
Synod over the case of Mr. Barnes. The records of Synod 
Show that said plea was duly considered and solemnly over- 
ruled by a vote of the house. It was declared to be no bar to 
the further proceedings of Synod in the case, from which decla- 
rative Jecision no appeal, nor complaint, nor proteat was entered 
by the party now appealing, and to which they thereby professed 
tosubmit. The plea being overruled, and the overruling act not 
objected to in such a way as to arrest proceeding, the records 
were again called for, and again denied tothe Synod. Both 
the Appellant and Appellee having declared their readiness for 
trial, they were ordered to proceed. But the Appellee finding 
that the records were withheld, by an act of the Presbytery to 
which he belongs, and to which he made no objection, he 
declined to appear as a party to the trial. Whereupon, the 
Synod being otherwise possessed of an authenticated copy of 
the proceedings of the lower judicatory, declared the conduct of 
said judicatory to be obstinate, unjust, &c.; and resolved to pro- 
ceed with the trial, leaving the responsibility of not appearing 
to answer the charges, and of withholding the records in the 
case, to rest upon those who sought thereby to embarrass the 
proceedings of Synod, and to defeat a fina] issue or the cause. 
Against the first part of this decision, namely, that which de- 
clares the conduct of the lower judicatory to be obstinate, 
unjust, &c. the appeal in question is taken. ‘The Book of Dis- 
cipline chap. vii. sec. iii. §xvi. declares that ‘it shall always 
be deemed the duty of the judicatory, whose judgment is 
appealed from, to send authentic copies of their records, and of 
the whole testimony relating to the matter of the appeai. And 
if any judicatory shall neglect its duty in this respect, especially 
if thereby an appellant,who has conducted with regularity on his 
part, is deprived of the privilege of having his appeal seasonably 
issued, such judicatory shall be censured, according to the cir- 
cumstances of the case.’? When the Assembly’s Second Pres- 
bytery were called upon for the authenticated records in the case 
of Mr. Barnes, they answered in writing (which answer is on 
record) that the Synod had no jurisdiction of said case, inas- 
much as the said Presbytery, at the time the appeal was taken, 
belonged to the Synod of Delaware, and that therefore they re- 
fused to surrender the records in question. It appeared, more- 
over, from the acknowledyment of the Stated Clerk of said 
Presbytery that these records were in the house. ‘I'he Synod 
overruled the plea to their jurisdiction on the ground that the 
appeal was taken to this Synod without objection on the part of 
the said Presbytery, it being fully ascertained that no meeting 


the Jast Assembly it would be dissolved prior to the date to 
which it stood adjourned. It moreover appeared, from the ac- 
knowledgzment of Mr. Barnes, that he (although the party ac- 
cused) knew nothing of the intention of the Presbytery or of 
any of its members, to enter a plea until he came to this 
Synod. The Presbytery appealing, state as the ground 
of their appeal, that they were censured unheard. But the 
records of the Synod will show that after the refusal of said 
Presbytery to deliver up the records, the Synod ordered that 
said Presbytery forthwith lay their records on the table of 
Synod, copies of which order were furnished to the Moderator 


this order the said Presbytery presented to Synod a paper duly 
authenticated, reiterating their refusal and pleading as their reason 
that the Synod had no jurisdiction over the case. ‘The Prosecu- 
tor also applied to the Stated Clerk of the lower judicatory, for 
an authenticated copy of the records in his case, which, though 
a matter of right to the Prosecutor, was nevertheless formally 
denied him, which denial is on record. Thus it appears that 
after repeated and proper steps being taken by the Synod to pro- 
cure the records, the said Presbytery continued to withhold 
them, whereupon the Synod made the decision from which the 
appeal is taken. The said Presbytery were heard by an authen- 
ticated record, and being out of the house, as the judicatory from 
which the appeal was taken, they could take no part in the dis- 
cussion of any question connected with the appeal. 

Had the absence of the records been owing to mere neglect on 
the part of the lower judicatory, the decision of the Synod would 
doubtless have been different from what itis. But the truth is 
otherwise. ‘I'he parties, together with the lower judicatory 
came up to Synod with the expectation and understanding that 
the trial would regularly proceed. Why else were the records 
brought here? Not to be reviewed, for if the jurisdiction of this 
Synod commenced with the actual union of the two Synods, it 


| was not competent to this body to review their anterior proceed- 


ings. If no such understanding existed, why was Mr. Barnes 
kept in utter ignorance of the course contemplated by the Pres- 
bytery to which he belongs? | 

Your Committee would observe by the way, that they cannot 
imagine that the General Assembly, in passing the minute by 
which the Synods of Delaware and Philadelphia were united, 
ever contemplated the ground, now taken by the Assembly’s 2d 
Presbytery, nor that they ever intended to screen those doings 
of the Presbyteries formerly attached to the Synod of Delaware, 
which took place between the meeting of said Assembly and the 
Synod of Philadelphia, from the review and control of a superior 
judicatory. 

When the Book makes it the duty of a superior judicatory to 
censure the court below, for contumaciously withholding their 
records in a case of appeal, your Committee believe that it does 
not contemplate nor make provision for a judicial process against 
the offending Presbytery, in order to arrive at the result, against 
which this appeal was taken. . The fact of withholding the re- 
cords in this case is admitted. It is a matter of record. The 
circumstances which mark the conduct of the Assembly’s 2d 
Presbytery in this matter, as they appear on record, do in the 
judgment of this Synod render that conduct highly contumacious. 
This judgment the Synod have solemnly expressed. Ina case 
of review and control, where the Presbytery under review is 
charged by common fame with gross irregularities in their pro- 
ceedings, the Book requires a citation to be issued to the Pres- 
bytery alleged to have offended. But here was no charge 
either by common fame or by a responsible party. The facts, 
which this Synod declare, render the conduct of the Assembly’s 
“ Presbytery contumacivous, are admitted facts, as the records 
show. | 

The Book, unquestionably never makes it necessary for one 
judicatory in censuring another for contumacy, to cite and hear 
the offending body, for contumacy consists in not regarding the 
citation and in refusing to be heard. Hence it may be impossi- 
ble ever to censure a body for contumacy, if it be essential to 


the justness of such censures, that the party offending should be

heard in defence. Your Committee therefore believe that there is 
no real ground of appeal in the case before us, but at the same 
time recommend the appointment of a Committee to defend the 
decision appealed from, when it comes up before the Assembly. 

The committee to whom was referred the subject of Popery, 
with instructions to report an appropriate minute for the adoption 
of Synod, beg leave respectfully to recommend the adoption of 
the following resolutions, viz. : 

Ist. That it be recommended to all the ministers under their 
care to preach from year to year on the 31st of October, (or on 
the Sabbath immediately preceding or following tha} day) a ser- 
mon or sermons designed to cemmemorate the ever memorable 
reformation from Popery, setting forth its necessity, nature, and 
effects, and the importance of keeping alive and extending its 
glorious principles, especially in this age and country. fea 

2d. That this Synod with a view to contribute still farther to 
the same general object, appoint a committee or nine consist- 
ing of five ministers and four elders, who shall be authorised to 
appoint subordinate committees in the different Presbyteries 
connected with this Synod, as they may deem proper. 

3d. That it shall be the duty of this committee to aid in the 
eirculation of authentic and judicious Books and Tracts on this 
controversy, especially of such as are founded upon the accredited 
standards of the Papal communion, and to adopt any other 
means which to them may seem expedient, and adapted to dif- 
fuse light in the spirit of love. 3 

In accordance with the second of the above resolutions, Dr. 
Green, Dr. Cuyler, Mr. Blythe, Mr. Macklin, and Mr. Engles, 
Ministers: and Messrs. C...Woodward, A. Brown, Henry 
McKeen, J. P. Engles, Elders, were appointed the committee on 
the subject of Popery. 

Resolved, That a committee of three members be appointed to 
defend the Synod in all cases of appeal which may be taken from 
its decisions to the next General Assembly; and Messrs. Win- 
chester, Musgrave, and McKinney were appointed on this com- 
mittee. 

The Synod proceeded to the consideration of the report of the 


| committee on the subject of designating a day of fasting, humilia- 


tion and prayer, which after some amendment was adopted and 
is as follows, viz. 

The committee appointed to consider the propriety of desig- 
Dating a day of fasting and prayer in reference to the revival of 
religion in our bounds, beg leave to report— 

That from the accounts received from the Presbyteries in their 
narratives on the state of religion, it appears that there has been 
through the year, in our churches generally, with few ex- 
ceptions, an absence of special divine influence; and that in many 
places iniquity abounds, and has increased, and especially the 
sin of the profanation of the Sabbath; and that therefore minis- 


ters, elders, and all who love Christ, are solemnly called upon, } 


to humble themselves before God; earnestly to seek him in 
prayer; and to labour in their respective spheres, to promote the 
revival of decayed religion, and the suppression of prevailing 
sins among us. They therefore recommend the adoption of the 
following resolutions; viz. | 

1. That it be recommended to the churches under the care of 
tLis Synod, to observe the first. Thursday of December next, as a 
day of fasting and prayer, in reference to the present state of reli- 
gion, in our churches; and that the public exercises in the con- 
gregations, bé, regulated byjthe pastors and elders of the several 
churches respectively. 

2. That it be recommended to the several Presbyteries of this 
Synod, to take such measures, and use such special efforts for 
the revival of religion, in their congregations, as in their judg- 
ment may be calculated, under the blessing of God, to effect this 
desirable object. 

The committee appointed to audit the Treasure1’s account, re- 
port, that they found the same to be correct, agreeably to the 
vouchers presented, and that a balance remains in the hands of 
the ee : of 35 dollars 784 cents: we also find, by a state- 
ment presented, yet due from the Presbytery of Baltimore $10 ; 
from the Presbytery of Carlisle $21 00; from the Presbytery of 
the District of Columbia $30 00; your committee have declin- 
ed recommending any assessment for the ensuing year, believ- 
ing the balances due from the different Presbyteries, with that 
in the hands of the Treasurer, will more than meet the current 
expenses of the year, the whole amount being $96 784 cents. 

All which is respectfully submitted by your committee.

The above report was accepted and adopted. 

The committee appointed to review the minutes of the Assem- 
bly’s 2d Presbytery of Philadelphia, report that the records of 
that body have not been put into their hands. The above re- 
port was accepted and the committee was discharged. | 

The Synod took up the report of the committee respecting the 
reorganization of the Philadelphia Presbyteries; after some 
consideration, the subject was for a time deferred, to hear the 
report of the committee on a minute in the case of Mr. Barnes, 
which was accepted and is as follows, viz: 

‘“‘ The committee appointed to bring‘in a minute in the case of 
appeal from the (Assembly’s) 2d Presbytery of Philadelphia, 
wherein George Junkin is Appellant and Albert Barnes Appel- 
lee, submit the following report and resolutions. 

This case has been brought up regularly by appeal, as report- 
ed by the Judicial Committee of Synod, and unanimously resol- 
ved by the Synod itself. 

The original parties, namely, Dr. Junkin and Mr. Barnes be- 
ing called on, answered that they were ready personally to pro- 
ceed with the cause. 

Subsequently the (Assembly’s) 2d Presbytery being called on 
for their records of this case, when tried by it, refused to pro- 
duce them ; and upon being formally ordered to lay them on the 
table, still refused to allow the Synod the possession of their re- 
cords. Upon this, the Appellee (Mr. Barnes) put in a paper 
pleading to the jurisdiction of Synod, and declining the trial, and 
withdrew from the Synod. 

‘Thereupon the Synod passed orders that the Presbytery had 
acted disorderly, &c. and censuring them therefor; that the Sy- 
nod still found itself in circumstances to proceed to trial; and 
that Mr. Barnes’ paper and the plea contained therein, was no 
bar to the regular issuing of the case. | 

Then the Appellant was fully heard. The Appellee was cal- 
led and did not appear. ‘The members of the (Assembly’s) 2d 
Presbytery of Philadelphia, being called on for explanations of 
their decision, putin a formal refusal. The roll of members was 
called, and this committee directed to prepare a minute. 

1, That the appeal was orderly and regular, and ought to have 
been brought to this Synod, and issued by it, is apparent, from 
the reasoning and references in the minute censuring the Pres- 
bytery, and fromthe VII. Chap. 3 Sec. and 6 sub. sec. Discipline ; 
and Chap. XI.Sec. 4, Form of Government. The duty thus regu- 
larly laid upon this Synod, by the Appellant, with the approval, 
as appears to us, in the first instance, both of the Appellee and 
the lower court, we seemed called on to perform by the voice of 
the whole church, by the just expectation of the General Assem- 
bly, by faithfulness to the parties, to the world, to our own souls, 
and to God! 

2. The refusal of the Presbytery to produce the records, could 
not operdfe to arrest the trial. Ist, Because, as is evident from 
the records of this body in this case, there was laid before Sy- 
nod all the proof offered by the Appellant in the court below, 
as also copies of the charges and sentence. 2d. It is not he- 
lieved that the Appellee offered any proof, technically so called, 
in the lower court. 3d. It is certain, that if he did offer any 
proof, it was only what is printed in his ** Notes on the Epistle to 
the Romans,” out of which also, every word of proof offered by 
the Appellant in the lower court, and this also, was taken. 
But 4th. this refusal of the Presbytery to send up its records, is 
contrary to its clear duty, defined in Chap. X. Sec. 9. Form of 
Government, and Chap. VII. Sec. 3, and Sub. Sec. 16 of Disci- 
pline: and to the spirit and intent of the act of the General 
Assembly of 1835, relative to the dissolution of the Synod of 
Delaware. 5th. The conduct of the stated Clerk of that Presby- 
tery, in refusing the Appellant an attested copy of the record in 
this case, expressly violated the general command laid on him 
by Chap. XX. of Form of Government, and the equally express 
personal: right secured to the Appellant by Chap. IV. Sec. 16, 
of Discipline. And the conduct of both the Presbytery and its 
stated Clerk, is contrary to Chap. VII. Sec. 1. Sub. See. 1, of Dis- 
cipline; by all which references under this (5th) head, the con- 
duct of the Presbytery and Clerk, are proven to be foreseen and 
provided for, as treated by this body. See also Chap. IV. Sec. 
10, 13 and 16, of Discipline. ; 

3. Upon the refusal of the Presbytery and Clerk, to send the 
records in the orderly way, or to furnish the appellant with a 
copy on application, it was the part of the appellant, not of 
Synod, to decline the trial. Any defect of regular proof would 
tend directly, to his defeat, and possible condemnation. (See 
chap. v. sec. 7 Discipline; and chap. vii. sec. 3. sub section 14.) 
Besides, the principlesof additional proof, are settled in chap. ix. 
Discipline, passim. And in chap vii. sec. 1. sub sec. 1, 3 and 5 of 
discipline the principles are clearly laid down, how this body 
Should in cases of imperfect, or fraudulent records, or the total 
absence of all records, get at the truth of the case. And further, 
it is well settled that in the absence of the best proof, even ad- 
mitting that case to be ours, that which is next best shall be ad- 
mitted. Especially when this Synod and the appellant used 
every proper means to obtain the supposed better proof, which 
is suppressed contumaciously by the co-Presbyters of the ap- 
pellee, not only without regular complaint, but according to his 
own statements to the Synod, without any disapproval by him 
of the principles, or the particular act, of that Presbytery. 

4. When the appellee put in his plea to the jurisdiction of this 
Synod, and that plea was overruled, he ought regularly to have 
submitted and tried the appeal. And by so doing would have 


retained not only the right of appeal, which by refusal to sub- 
mit to trial he has lost (chap. vii. sec. 3. sub sec 2 Sag had 
but after the conclusion of the trial here, might have appeale 
from the whole, or any part of the doings of Synod in the case; 
(chap. vii. sec. 3. sub sec 4, discipline.) That the refusal of the 
Appellee to proceed with the case, should not have arrested the. 
the cause Is apparent; first, because the Appellant proceeded at 
his peril, and had a right to insist on proceeding; second, the Ap- 
pellee was safe undefended, unless the Appellant could fully 
make out his cause, which the Appellee and the court below, de- 
clared he could not do, without the record suppressed by that 
court; third, this conduct of the Appellee was highly contuma- 
cious, and he could have no right to take advantage of his own 
wrong; and J/ast/y the case is fully provided for, and the princi- 
ples on which our ecclesiastical courts shall proceed, in the con- 
tumacious, or voluntary absence of parties, laid down in our 
standards. (see chap. vii. sec. 3 and sub sec. 3 and 4. Discipline, 
for the real grounds of appeals; and same chapter and section 
and sub sections 15, for the real effect of appeals; and as to re- 
fusal of parties, chap. iv. sec. 10. 11. 13. Discipline.) 

5. That this Synod has full power and authority finally to de- 
termine this case is manifest. The powers of a Presbytery as 
compared with the powers of a Synod, and the duties of each 
will appear by comparing chapter x. sec 8, with chapter xi. sec 1 
and 4 of the Form of Government. The duties of this Synod 
as to appeals, are to receive und issue them (chap. xi. sec 4, 
Form of Government.) What is meant by tssuiNne, is obvious 
from the last clause of chap. vii. sec. 3. sub sec. 15. Discipline. 
That the authority of Synod covers the whole case, is apparent 
from chap. vii. sec. 3. sub 10, and chap. iv. sec. 17. Discipline. 
Therefore, 

Resolved, 1. ‘hatin view of the proof presented to Synod, and 
of the whole case, the decision of the (Assembly’s) 2d Presbyte- 
ry of Philadelphia, in the case of the charges of the said Geo. Jun- 
kin against the said Albert Barnes, be and the same hereby is 
reversed, as contrary to truthand righteousness, and the appeal 
declared to be sustained. 7 

2. That some of the errors alleged in the charges to be held by 
the said Albert Barnes are fundamental ; and all of them contrary 
to the standards of the Presbyterian church, in the United Siates; 
and that they do contravene the system of truth therein taught, 
and set forth in the word of God. | 

3. Thatthesaid Albert Barnes be, and he hereby is, suspended 
from the exercise of all the functions proper to the gospel min- 
istry, until he shall retract the errors hereby condemned, and 
give satisfactory evidence of repentance.” 

After some discussion of this minute the Synod adjourned till 
8} o’clock to-morrow morning—concluded with prayer. 

Wednesday morning, 8} o'clock. 

Synod according to adjournment met and was opened with prayer. 
The minutes of yesterday were read and corrected.—The Synod 
resumed the unfinished business of last evening, that is the final 
minute in the case of Mr. Barnes—The paper was taken up by 
paragraphs and on motion, the first two resolutions were adopted. 

Dr. Breckinridge moved to strike out the third resolution of the 
paper for the purpose of substituting the following, viz: 

Resolved, However, that froma desire to avoid even the appear- 
ance of injustice or rashness, on the part of this Synod, that in 
this state of the business we refer it to the next General Assem- 
bly, to decide what judgment shall be rendered in this case; and 
respectfully petition them to pass such sentence as they may deem 
most conducive to the glory of God, and the purity and peace of 
the Church.

For the Presbyterian, 
MAGILL’S CASE. 


Mr. Editor,—The following is an extract from 
the reply to the letter from a clergyman in Con- 
necticut, published in a late number of the Prea- 
byterian. 
September 15, 1835. 

Dear Sir,—Having been Clerk of the Presby- 
tery, (Georgia) during its last sessions, I pre- 
pared an abstract of its proceedings, which was 
published in the Charleston Observer, and also a 
letter to Mr. Engles, which was published in the 
Presbyterian, of Philadelphia. These papers I 
send you, and they contain nearly all the facts 
which transpired in the Presbytery in relation to 
Mr. Magill. When Mr. Magill was asked if he 
could adopt the Confession of Faith of the Pres- 
byterian Church, he replied, that if it were to be 
understood according to its obvious meaning, he 
could not; but stated if Presbytery would permit 
him to explain, he thought there would be little 
diversity of opinion between him and Presbytery. 
He was then permitted to note such doctrines as he 
objected to. This he did, but to what extent, I 
ain unable to say. But my impression is, there 
were more than a dozen. The first was on the 
subject of depravity, original sin, &e. On this 
subject he was so evidently at variance with the 
word of God, and our standards, that Presbytery 
thought it not advisable to hear him farther and 
requested him to withdraw his application. This 
he refused to do; wishing to have the question 
tested. It was then decided unanimously that he 
be not received. The Moderator, who conducted 
the examination principally, was an “Andoverian 
in sentiment, according entirely with Dr. Woods. 
There were two others whose theology was that 
of New England as it was fifteen years ago. The 
rest were from the Princeton school, with the 
exception of the elders, who said in my hearing, 
that they were astonished at such sentiments, 
and that they would vote against the candidate, 
though every minister should be in his favour. 
There was a young minister with us as a corres- 
ponding member, who is not unfavourable to a 
kind of modified New Havenism, and had made 
no little effort in Magill’s favour, who said after 
the decision, that Presbytery did right ;—that they 
could not receive him after such avowals. There 
was much sympathy for Magill; but I believe the 
universal impression of all present was, that Pres- 
bytery had taken a diynified stand in favour of 
truth ; and I doubt if there was a dissenting voice 
in Darien. 

I have not time to spare to give an abstract 
of Magill’s theology. There are a few Jeading 
principles that colsat the whole creed. 
have been measurably developed in- Finney’s 
Lectures in New York. I doubt whether there® 
is the slightest difference between them. These 
are the utter denial of any moral character 
before actual transgression—that there is no in- 
herent depravity—that mankind had no more 
connexion with Adam’s sin, than with the sins, 
of any of his posterity—that infants before moral 
agency are, so far as law is concerned, precisely 
in the condition of beasts—that the only in- 
terest infants, dying in infancy, have in the 
atonement, is, the securing of their existence. 
Adam and Eve were preserved and had posterity 
because of ‘the promise of the Saviour. Other- 
wise they would have been the first and the last 
of the race; and this is the reason that infants will 
cast their crowns before him in heaven. In re- 
gard to regeneration, he says, every sinner has 
full ability in every point of view to change his 
own heart—that there is really no need of the 
Holy Spirit, but that he is given simply because 
man is obstinate, that his only agency is to argue 
the case with the sinner, as the lawyer with the 
jury. He says that the inability of the sinner, is 
precisely that of the drunkard, and that his refor- 
mation is entirely analogous; and that a man’s 
disposition to sin is no more removed by regene- 
ration, than the drunkard’s appetite, or taste for 
spirit, when he is reformed. I think from Magill’s 
preaching, he is heterodox on the subject of the 
atonement, justification, and the agency of the 
spirit in sanctification; and also that he and all I 
have known from that echool, have lax notions of 
morality, making all virtue consist in expediency. 
There is evidently a concerted plan to impress the 
South with that system: Dr. T. is sending his 
Papers and every thing he can getin favour of 
that scheme, to a number of our most influential 
laymen, and constantly telling them there is no 
difference, but only a different and happier way 
of presenting the same truth. Fowles has be- 
come an Episcopalian. He is a thorough Tay- 
lorite. He and Magill have utterly disappointed 
the hopes of all their friends. Magill has become 
utterly useless here, and I do not believe he can 
labour with comfort in this country. He is not 
yet ordained and I am sure he cannot be in this 
Presbytery. I know of no sound Presbyterian in 
this country who will send his sons to Yale Col- 


ism would injure the College, and I aim sure that 
it has been injured, and that it will be more and 
more, when the influence there is more generally 
known. I have written in great haste.

HERESY HUNTING. 

The following just rebuke is extracted from the 
Evangelical Magazine, published in Hartford, 
Connecticut. 


One passage in the address of Dr. Skinner, of 
Andover Theological Seminary, coming from a 
man in the station which he occupies, must have 
excited some surprise. | 

‘*And yet, Mr. President, it is the impression of 
some persons, that there are too many ministers. 
All the professions, it has been said, are overstock- 
ed. In almost every place, there are more Jaw- 
yers than are wanted; more physicians than are 
wanted; and in some places at least, there are also 
more clergymen than are wanted. There is cause, 
Sir, for this impression. The demand fer.minis- 
ters of the Gospel is indeed constantly coming up 
into our ears from every part of our land, and al- 
most of the world; but still we should not wonder 
that same men should think that there are more 
ministers than are wanted. It is true, mournfully 
true, that of cert.in sorts of men nominally in the 
ministry, there are,more, many :nore than are want- 
ed. I can enumerate at once, several élasses of 
ministers, of which it were well for the church and 
the world, if there was not a man of them in exist- 
ence: ambitious, pre-eminence-loving ministers; 
parish or rather salary-seeking ministers; indolent 
ministers; and to mention no more, heresy-hunt- 
ing .ministers, who sow discord in the church by 
magnifying the points of honest difference, and 
making nothing of the great points of agreement, 
among the faithful servants and friends of Christ 
—were it not, Sir, cause for thanksgiving to God, 
if small as the number of the ministry is, compared 
to what is demanded by the wants of a perishing 
world, it were yet quite as much smaller, as it 
would be mede, by the subtraction of every name 
contained in each of these classes ?”

It wil] doubtless occur to many readers of this _ 
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as Dr. Griffin, Dr.e Church, Dr. Humphrey, Dr. 
Woods, and the late, lamented predecessor of Dr. 
Skinner, at Andover. To these men the thoughts 
of all are instantly turned, when allusions of this 
character are thrown out, because they have lifted 
up their voices, with no uncertain sound, against 
the errors of the day ; and some of them have step- 
ped forward into. the open field of controversy, 
constrained by an imperious sense of duty, to coh- 
tend for the faith delivered to the saints. These— 
and others whose feelings and views correspond 
with theirs, constituting, as we have said, a large 
roportion of the ministers of New England, must 
supposed to be intended by the class of heresy- 
hunting ministers spoken of. If not, we are unable 
to guess who are intended. These, it is well 
known, are the men, against whom the unkind and 
unfounded charges_are continually reiterated, of 
denouncing their brethren as heretics, and of sow- 
ing discord in the churches, by magnifying the 
points of honest difference, and making nothing of 
the great points of agreement. If ministers of 
thie class, therefore, were not meant, it was a very 
unhappy oversight in the speaker, seeing the-cir- 
cumstances he expressly alluded to so evidently 
point to them, that they were not in some way ex- 
cluded from the 2pplication of his remarks. This 
eis aday which peculiarly tries the souls of those 
ministers in whom the faith and spirit of the Puri- 
tan Pilgrims yet struggles to maintain its integri- 
ty, especially of those in the more humble walks 
of, parochial duty. It isa day when their trials, 
their sacrifices, their solicitude, and their forti- 
tude in the cause of orthodoxy need to be counte- 
nanced and encouraged rather than rebuked, from 
the high places of ecclesiastical honor and influ- 
ence, and by those who, on our great public reli- 
gious occasions, give direction to the tide of popu- 
lar sentiment. 
The termn heresy-hunter is indeed o §uyfficiently 
odious epithet; but what is there in the real char- 
acter of those to whom it has been applied, even in 


_ the weakest of them, deserving of contempt or 


reprobation? Is not a holy jealousy for the word 
of God and for the purity of its doctrines, one of the 
cardinal virtues of Christianity, and one of the 
most essential, in its ultimate, practical bearing 
on every interest of the church. And even if, un- 
der circumstances of peculiar trial, it should seem 
to manifest, in some persons, a disproportionate de- 
gree of excitability, is it not. becoming that the 
weakness of human nature in so sacred and deli* 
cate a point, should be treated with charity and 
forbearance, rather than with ridicule and denun- 
ciation? It was this same virtue, if we mistake not, 
called into action by the perils of the churches of 
Massachusetts, which gave existence, not many 
years ago, to the Theological Institution at Ando- 
ver. It was the necessity, which was felt by the 
good men of that day, of making a stand against 
the heresy of Harvard University, that led them to 
establish that beloved school of the prophets. The 
Park-street Church, too, iscomparatively a recent 
monument in honour of the same spirit, which may 
now be so slightly spoken of within its walls. 


{Dr. Skinner would have been much nearer the 
truth, ifhe had mentioned heresy-preaching -minis- 
ters, as aclass of men, which the church could 
well spare, and from which, it would be a blessing, 
if she was delivered.—Epb. Pres.

Synop or PuivapetpHia.—We have this week 
occupied nearly our whole sheet with the minutes 
of the Synod of Philadelphia. They will agreea- 
bly to custom, be put into pamphlet form, and an 
Appendix will be added, containing all the impor- 
tant documents, for the more easy reference of the 
members of the next General Assembly. We have 
purposely abstained this week from any formal 
defence of the acts of Synod, that nothing may be 
done precipitately, and that the opinions of those 
who profess to be aggrieved, may be express- 
ed.

SYNOD OF KENTUCKY.—HUBER’S CASE. 


This case occupied a considerable share of the 
attention of Synod. It came up by complaint of 
a minority of the Louisville Presbytery and 
others, against the decision of said Presbytery in 
the case of brother Joseph Huber, pastor of the 
church at Shelbyville. After considerable dis- 
cussion, the subject was disposed of by the adop- 
tion of the following : ** The Synod having care- 
fully considered the case of brother Huber, who 
has married his deceased wife’s sister, do give it 
as their solemn judgment, that such marriages 
are cleatly contrary to our Confession of Faith, 
as well as the principles laid down in God’s 
word—are altogether improper and unlawful, and 


demand the strongest discouragement apd cen- 


sure from all who regard the purity of families, 
as well as the peace and purity of the church. 
The Synod cannot but regard these marriages as 
displeasing in the sight of God, and calculated 
to call down his punishment on the parties en- 
gaged in them. 

** The Synod do therefore Resolve, That brother 
Huber he solemnly rebuked for the sin which he 
committed in marrying his deceased wife’s sister ; 
and that our churches be solemnly warned against 
the sin of such marriages.” 


ORDINATION OF LICENTIATES. 


A committee appointed to prepare a minute, 
expressive of the views of Synod, in relation to 
the ordination of several licentiates as evangelists, 
by the Muhlenburgh Presbytery, submitted the 
following preamble and resolutions, which were 
adopted : : 

_** Whereas it appears from the mintes of said 
Presbytery, that they have ordained several licen- 
tiates as evangelists, under circumstances which 
are contrary to the provision of our Book of Dis- 
cipline, 

“Therefore, Resolved, That Synod disapprove 
of such ordination.” 


OBERLIN INSTITUTE. 


The committee appointed to examine the re- 
cords of Ebenezer Presbytery, called the attention 
of Synod to a minute in relation to the case of a 
candidate under the care of said Presbytery who 
had been unanimously required to leave the 
Oberlin Institute. The report was received and 
adopted, and on motion, 

Resolved, That Synod highly approve the course 
this Presbytery has taken in this case.

Letters from Genoa of the Ist inst. state, that in conse- 
quence of some misunderstanding between the Portu- 
guese government and the king of Sardinia, that govern- 
—— had given orders to fit out iminediately the ships 
of war. 

The cholera at Genoa continues to decrease;—Total 
cases to Oct. 1, 4164; deaths, 2089. 


FRANCE. 


M. Persil’s jury bill came into operation, for the first 
time, on Wednesday. The editor of the Reformateur 
was prosecuted for alluding to the Court of Peers in the 
following terms:—One must despair of a society which 
allows itself to be governed by such a power.” It was 
on these lines that the public accuser laid stress, as tend- 
ing to overthrow the>government. Seven votes of the 
jury declared the writer guilty—five were for acquitting 
him. According to the new law, seven were sullicient, 
and the Court accordingly sentenced M. Jafrenon to three 
months imprisonment, and £240 fine. The artic'e was 
published in July last, previous to the law. 

The long-contested and lucrative post of Chancellor of 
the Legion of Honour, left vacant by Marshal Mortier’s 
death, has been awarded to Marshal Gerard. 

According to the Journal des Debats—Fieschi’s Trial 
will open on the 10th November. 

London, Oct. 9.—‘1he Paris papers of Wednesday are 
received. It was said that M. Chantelause, one of the 
unhappy ex-Ministers of Charles X. had lost his reason. 
Prince Polignac was said to be seriously indisposed. 

London, Oct. 10—The Paris papers of Thursday are re- 
ceived. It would appear that disaffection generally per- 
vades the French army. We find by the papers before 
us, that on the 30th ult. and Ist inst. twenty-three sub-offi- 
cers and two soldiers of the 11th regiment of the line were 
brought prisoners into ‘Toulouse, escorted by gendarme- 
riel. They were said to be implicated in the conspiracy 
lately discovered in that city. The 9th, 17th, and 371 
regiments of the line are also said to be infected with re- 
publicanism, ‘The Government was proceeding otherwise 
vigourously, disinissing the Commandants of the National 
Guard, and persecuting the press. 

SPAIN. 

By a deerce of the 28th. the Queen convokes for No- 
vember 16th the actual Cortes, in order to the drawing up 
ofan electoral law, in virtue of which new Cortes will be 
convoked. This assembly will revise the Estatuto Real, 
and will proceed on the principles of government devel- 
oped in M. Mendizabal’s manifesto of the 14th. The Junta 
of Saragossa dissolved itself cen the 2d, proclaiming at the 
same time the fullest confidence in the government. Mina 
was setting out for Barcelona. A decree of the 28th chang- 
ed the name of the Urban militia into that of National 
Guard. The nomination of Los Heros to the Interior, 
and Gomez Bellare to the Department of Justice, com- 
plete the ministry.— Abeja. 

The Sentinelle de Bayonne of the 3d inst. states that 
Don Carlos is in the province of Santander; that the 
reserve column, under General Espeleta, passed through 
Pancorbo on the 25th, and that of General Cordova has 
taken the same direction. 

Much activity was displayed at Corunna, Cadiz, Xeres, 
and elsewhere, in endeavouring to recruit the army of 
the Queen. A letter from General Mina to a private 
-friend in Paris, dated Pau, 4th inst. mentions that he 
would leave Barcelona on the 7th inst. 


FROM TEXAS. | 


New Orleans papers to the 25th ultimo, contain late 
and interesting intelligence from Texas. A letter from 
Brazoria, dated October 8th, states that abopt three 
hundred of the Mexicans had proceeded to Gonzales, 
about one hundred and fifty miles distant, and demanded 
the arms and ammunition of the Americans; and on being 
refused, they attacked the town, but were repulsed with 
the loss of thirty or forty killed on the part of the Texians. 
The writer states that there are about five hundred ‘Tex- 
ians, in the interior, battling with the Mexican troops, and 
that about two thousand of the la:ter were to have been 
at the mouth of the Brassos on the 20th ult. ‘The Brazori- 
ans are building a fort to give their visitors a warm wel- 
come. 

The New Orleans Bee says —“‘ We have also seena 
call to ARMS of the freemen of ‘Texas, dated 3d Camp cf 
Volunteers, and signed by several of the influential Z'ex- 
ians, to their fellow citizens. They state that at the action 
of the 3d, at Gonzales, the Mexican commander wus slain. 

‘he rifles of the Americans are uo trifles in deciding the 
fate of military officers. . 

We have learned that a letter of the 12th instant from 
Brazora, was received Jast evening, in which it is stated 
that the Z'exian forces under General Houston, had taken 
the town of San Antonio or Bexar, with one thousand men 
under his command. The Mexicans had retired at the ap- 
proach of the Texians, and the city was taken without re- 
sistance. It is also stated that a convoy of sixty thousand 
dollars belonging to General Cos, had fallen into the 
bands of the Texians.” 


WEST INDIES. 


Troubles in Porto Rico.—By an arrival at Baltimore, 
from St. John’s, Porto Rico, intelligence is brought of 
olitical discontents among the troops stationed at St, 
Fobn’s. It appears that the news of the movements in 
Spain in favour of the Constitution was received with 
much gratification by a portion of the troops at St. John’s, 
who testified their sentiments by shouts and songs. The 
officer who permitted the so!diery to make these demon- 


strations was placed in coufinement, and in a short time 


afterwards sent off to Spain; at which the soldiers be- 
came so exasperated that the destructiou of the town was 
threatened. (ien. La Torre, the Governor of the Island, 
had succeeded thus far in preventing matters from com- 
ing to extremities, but it was doubted whether tranquility 
could be maintained without bloodshed. The garrison 
contains about 3000 troops. 


DOMESTIC INTELLIGENCE. 
Higest Mountain in the United States—In an article 


toe in the Raleigh Register, it is stated that the 


ighest mountain in the United States is to be found in 
North Carolina. Mount Washington in New Hampshire 
has been hitherto accounted the highest mountain; its high- 
est peak being 6234 feet above the level of the sea. Ac- 
cording to the writer in the Register, the loftiest peak of 
the Black Mountain in Yance county, is 6746 feet above 
the level of the sea. ‘The editor of the Register vouches 
for the respectability and science of the writer, and well 
remarks that the fact itself is not so astonishing as that the 
discovery should not have been sooner made. 


Diocese of Michigan—The Detroit Journal says: “ We 
are requested to state that Bishop M’Illvaine has author- 
ised a special convention of this Diocese to be held in 
this city on the 25th of November, for the choice of a 
Bishop, in place of Dr. Whitehouse, who has declined the 
charge.” 


The Cotton Crop—The Crop of the United States the 
last season, according to the estimate of the N. York 
Shipping List, amounted to 1,254,328 bales, being an ex- 


cess over the crop of the preceding year of 43,934 bales. 


The exports for the year ending the Ist inst. amounts to 
1,023,499 bales, which is less than the exports of the pre- 
ceding year by 4452 bales. The consumption of the 
United States during the year is computed, on the same 
authority, at 216,888, being an increase over the con- 
sumption of the preceding year of 20,475 bales. The crop 
of the present season is estimated at 1,400,060 bales. 
Should the season for gathering prove favourable, it will 
probably exceed this amount. 

Singular Death—We have the unpleasant duty to an- 
nounce the death of Mr. Henry Stitzel, of Richmond 


| township, Berks county, Pa., occasioned by the sting of a 


bee, on the 25th ult. He was in the act of drinking cider, 
in which there was a bee unperceived, which stung him 
upon the tongue and caused his death in less than one 
hour.—Reading Press. 


Despatch—The National Intelligencer says—* It is no 
nncomimon thing here for a paper to beat press at 8 o’clock 
in the evening (and on the way in the mail for all the 
Eastern country two nours afterwards) containing a pretty 
full report of Debates in one or both Houses of Congress, 
which have not ended before 40’clock the same afternoon. 
With the ability to employ the same number of qualified 
reporters as are attached.to the newspaper establishments 
in London, we are satisfied tliat the reports for the Wash- 
ington journals would not yield in promptitude or accuracy 
to those of London, and that, in fact, all due allowance 
being made for difference of circumstances, they need 
not now fear the comparison.” 


Melancholy Accident—We learn from a highly respect- 
able gentleman of this county, who has just returned from 
Alleghany, that a man of the name of Layton, who resi- 
ded on Pott’s creek in that county, was accidentlly killed 
a few days since by an apprentice of his, named Crawford, 
while hunting deer. We understand they were approach- 
ing each other in nearly opposite directions, when Craw- 
ford seeing a deer, cocked his rifle, which was discharged 
by a twig’s pressing against the cock. The ball entered 
Layton’s shoulder, pierciug his chest, and lodged against 
his waistcoat. He died instantly. No blame whatever is 
attached to Crawford. The verdict of the inquest held 
over Mr. Layton’s body, was “‘ accidental death.” —Lex- 
ington, Ky. Gaz. 


Georgia—The Legislature of this State assembled at 
Milledgeville on the 2nd. inst. Rebert M. Echols was 
elected President of the Senate—and Mr. Day of Jones 
county was elected Speaker of the [louse of Representa- 
lives.

E.ctensive Destruction—The editor of the Tallahassee 
Floridian, who lately visited Key West, says. The shore 
is strewed with wrecks, and that the salvage will amount 
to near $200,000. Many lives were lost—several vessels 
sunk, with every soul on board. Among them 13 in the 
Pedee. ‘The same editor imputes most of these disasters 
to the absence of lights on the coast, or the existence of 
such as serve only as dangerous decoys. 


Counter feit—Five and ten dollar notes of the Wheeling 
Bank, printed from the genuine plate, but the signatures 
and filling up are counterfeited, payable at the Farmers 
and Mechanics Bank of Philadelphia, are now in circula- 
tion—against which the public are cautioned. 


October—Appended to the Meteorological Diary of the 
Newport Mercury, are the following remarks upon the 
weather during the month of October.—‘In reviewing 
our observations for the past month we find that it is the 
warmest October we have on our record; the mean ave- 
rage being nearly 6 degrees warmer than October of last 
year; nearly 7 degrees warmer than October 1829, the 
coolest in the last 18 yesrs, and nearly a degree warmer 
than October 1819, the warmest in the same period. The 
month generally, has been remarkably mild and very 
pleasant, more resembling June, the thermometer ranging 
at noon from 60 to 70 degrees, and only on two days at 38.”

War in New Hampshire—At the last session of the 
Legislature of New Hampshire, a tract of —— called 
the Indian Stream Settlement on the borders of Canada, 
between two branches of Connecticut river, was by law 
annexed to the jurisdiction of New Hampshire. The 
Newburyport Herald publishes a letter, dated.Culumbus, 
N. H. Nov. 4, which states that a conflict had taken place 
between the sheriff of the county with a party of militia, 
and the inhabitants of the settlement, who united to resist 
the service of a civil process on one of their number. It 
appears blood has been spilt—although no lives lost as 
yet. It may be well to mention that the citizen was res- 
cued, and the shots fired in the Province of Canada and 
not in New Hampshire. 


Dreadful Accident—The Woodbury New Jersey Herald 
of Wednesday records a most distressing accident. It 
seems that two lads, one of them a son of Mr. Jacob Jus- 
tice of Swedesboro, had been out gunning, and immedi- 
ately before they returned to the house one of the guns 
was discharged, but only one. A daughter of Mr. Justice, 
aged about fifteen years, named Elizabeth, was sitting on 
the floor sewing, when her brother some two or three 
years younger, seized ho!d of and levelled the supposed 
unloaded gun at her, saying ‘ Liz, [ll shoot you.’ She 
replied that she did not fear his gun, as she had heard him 
discharge it. He pulled the fatal trigger, and lodged the 
whole charge in her breast and lungs.—She lingered in 
great agony a few hours, and died. 


Aaron Burr—The New York Herald says— Col. Burr 
is still in the land of the living. He is much better in his 
eneral health than he was sometime ago. One of the 
riends of his early days, is very busily engaged in exam- 
ining all his papers and letters, with a view to publication 
after his death. There are twenty large trunks full of the 
most interesting materials in history and biography. 
Many of these letters reveal some of the most extraordi- 
nary facts, both in private and political life.” 


Rail Road to Cincinnati—The Charleston city Council 
have promptly appropriated the 5000 dollars requested of 
them by the meeting of the citizens on the Rail Road to 
Cincinnati; and the Committee of Correspondence have 
already entered on their duties, by securing the services 
of Colonels Gadsden and Brisbane and Maj. Holmes, 
who were to set out on their exploration Nov. 7th —It is 
calculated that the annual amount of shipwrecks around 
the Gulf of Florida, besides the detention of the voyage 
from New Orleans to Europe, as compared to Charleston, 
is half.a million of dollars, which would more than pay the 
interest of the rail road. 


Anthracite—We learn (says the Commercial Herald), 
that the Baltimore and Ohio Rail Road Company have 
for some time past used Anthracite Coal exclusively for 
their locomotive engines. A ton and a half of coal takes 


ing 50 tons of freight, to the inclined plane 42 miles, and 
brings back a train with 100 tons. Making the steam 
generated by one ton equal to the conveyance of 75 tons 
56 miles. They have purchased this year from the Dela- 
ware Coal Company, about 3800 tons. 


Wool—Dr. R. H. Rose, of Silver Lake, Susquehanna 
county, Pennsy!vania, has this year sent to market by the 
Ithica rail road, fourteen thousand pouuds of Wool, in one 
lot, which he sold to Benj. Kuower, of Albany, for 10,000 
dollars.

deeming it right to give as much publicity to his denials, 
as we had to the assertions of his opponents.—None, we 
believe, have appeared ; perhaps be retains bis explana- 
tions until his retura to England.

A memorial was presented to Synod from the Presbytery of 


rlisle; complaining against the Presbytery of Wilmington, for

The records of the Wilmington Presbytery were called for, 
with the view of ascertaining what said Presbytery had done in 
the case, when the Stated Clerk of said Presbytery presented the 
same plea to jurisdiction as before recorded.

The committee appointed to prepare a Narrative on the State 
of Religion within the bounds of this Synod reported, and their re- 
port being amended was accepted and adopted, and is as follows ; 


‘NARRATIVE OF RELIGION. 


The Synod of Philadelphia in-presenting to the churches com- 
mitted to their care, a brief Narrative of the State of Religion 
within their bounds, wish them grace, mercy, and peace in the 
Lord. 

In taking a rapid retrospect of the year which has closed 
upon us, the Synod see many things over which to rejoice with 
fervent gratitude to God; and many also which call for deep 
humiliation, and a full and prompt reform. Io several impor- 
tant portions of the church, it has pleased God to bestow spe- 
cial divine influence in reviving his people, and converting sin- 
ners to Himself. But in general, we have reason to mourn be- 


fore God, over the Jow state of vital godliness, and the very | 


small number of conversions under the preaching of the gospel, 
during the past year. ‘The fullness of the divine provision for 


the salvation of men; the number and faithfulness of the divine — 


promises; the success which is vouchsafed to the means of 
grace, when rightly used, all encourage the confident expecta- 
tion that God will revive his work, whenever his ininistering 
servants and people agree sincerely, and in faith, to seek the gift 
of the Spirit at his holy hands. ; 

The Synod rejoice in the cardinal truth, that God is a sove- 
reign, in the dispensation of all his mercies, and especially the 
greatest of all, the gift of his reviving Spirit. But at the same 
time he has said he will give the Holy Spirit unto them that ask 
Him ; and therefore the withholding of the divine blessing, and 
the desolations of Zion, call aloud on God’s people to humble 
themselves before his holy throne. 

In view of these facts, the Synod have appointed the first 
Thursday of December next, to be observed as a day of humilia- 
tion, fasting and prayer, in all its borders; and it is cordially 
recommended to the faithful observance of the churches. 

The Synod have been deeply affected by the well authentica- 
ted representations made before them, of the great and growing 
desecration of God’s holy day. On this vital subje:t they ex- 
plicitly and solemnly declare, that in their judgment a greater 
sin, or one more offensive to God, can scarcely be committed by 
any people; and when those who profess to be the friends of 
Christ are overtaken in such practices, they should promptly be 
disciplined by the proper authority. 

The serious attention of the ministers and people of God is, 
directed to this whole subject, especially to the sin of travelling 
in public conveyances, or otherwise, on the day of sacred rest, 
without any necessity, such as iz admitted by the ward of God, 
[a case which rarely occurs] or of conniving at these profana- 
tions,’by a voluntary participation in the arrangements which 
invite and sustain them. It is suggested to all pastors within 
our bounds, to preach a sermon at an early day on the institu- 
tion, nature, obligation, excellence, and proper observance of 
the Christian Sabbath. 

In this day of public excitement and fanatical excess, the 
Synod feel called upon to warn the churches against the agita- 
tors of the public mind, who reckless of consequences, and 
desperate in spirit, are endangering the integrity of the Ameri- 
can Union, and the unity of the Presbyterian Church, by the 
unchristian methods which they adopt to advance the cause of 
abolition. The Presbyterian Church, through her supreme 
judicature, and other bodies, has often and freely expressed her 
views of the evils of slavery. But at the present crisis it is 
earnestly recommended to all our people, to discountenance the 
revolutionary agitations and unrighteous plans and doctrines of 
the se/f styled abolitionists, who it is firmly believed are retard- 
ing more than all other causes combined, the progress of univer- 
sal emancipation. If they succeed they must rend the church, 
and the,Union in twain, deluge the land in blood, and destroy 
the best hopes of the unhappy slaves. The Synod would be 
very far from even appearing to exercise the spirit of misrule 
and lawless violence which has been exhibited of late in almost 
every part of our beloved country. But when such a spirit is 
known to be rife and abroad in the land, the friends of Christ are 
called on in a special manner to shun the occasions of such excite- 
ments; and to sustain by every proper available influence, the do- 
minionof lawand public order. We cannot forbear to add that those 
who take advantage of such a crisis to agitate the land, assume 
a terrible responsibility for all the consequences; and the guilt 
of such a system is aggravated by the consideration, that it 


seems to be a part of the design to produce public éxcesses and 


then profit, by them. 

The Synod would use this opportunity most earnestly to re- 
commend to the pastors and churches the great and redeeming 
cause of African Colonization, as especially fitted at the present 
juncture, to unite the friends of the unhappy coloured man, and 
to prepare the way for great blessings to Africa and our own 
country. 3 | 

We would also affectionately solicit the prayerful regards, 
and active co-operation of all our people in behalf of the great 
and too long neglected cause of Foreign Missions. It is one of 
the most auspicious events of the presentday, that the General 
Assembly at its last Sessions prepared the way for engaging our 

whole church, in her organized form in this sublime enterprise. 
Too long have we slumbered amidst the calls of a reprovin 
Lord, and the groans of a perishing world. May the Great Hea 
of the Church awaken and unite and prosper us in this blessed 
service. 

We would not omit a favourable notice of the Boards of Mis- 
sions and Education connected with our beloved Zion. Their 
success and augmenting usefulness will cheer the hearts of all 
that love the church of God. If properly sustained by his peo- 
ple they must, under God, become the honoured instruments of 


uniting and purifying the Presbyterian church, of aiding to per- © 


petuate the American Union, and of sending the Gospel of Christ 
to distant nations. | 

It give us great pleasure to inform the churches that a resolu- 
tion has been unanimously adopted recommending the annual 
celebration, on the 31st day of October, (or the Lord’s day pre- 
ceding, or following it) of the ever memorable Reformation from 
Popery. This day has, from the occurrence of the Reformation 
tothe present time, been commemorated by portions of the 
Protestant churches, as constituting the salient point of the 
Reformation, being the day on which Luther publicly exposed 
the sale of indulgences by openly nailing up his celebrated theses 
against the infamous Tetzel. In view of the reviving efforts of 
Popery, especially in our own country, it is peculiarly impor- 
tant that the ministers of Christ exhibit on that day, the origin, 
character, and effects of the Reformation, together with ts ne- 
cessity, as seen in the nature and evil influence of Popery on 
all that is dear to man or glorious to God in truth, liberty and 
salvation. 

The Synod sincerely rejoice in the reviving attention 
of the churches to our admirable standards; especially in 
the instruction of youth. It is greatly to be desired that all 
pastors, church sessions, parents, teachers, and superintendants 
of Sabbath schools should bring the Catechisms of the Church | 
into universal use, among the children and youth of their res- 
pective charges. It is matter of unquestioned history, that 
wherever a steady and prayerful attention has been paid to 
this system of instruction, the church has in a special manner 
been saved from error, and disunion: and the instructive expe- 
rience of the Presbyterian church forbids us to be longer delin- 
quent in so important a duty. 

Finally, the Synod are called deeply to mourn the removal 
from the Church below, of several beloved brethren, since we 
last met together.

tatement of the receipts and expenditures cannot at this time be 
laid before Synod. The Managers have not considered theinselves 
authorized to contract debts, and therefore have confined their 
operations within their pecuniary means. 

Several donations, among which a munificent one from Dr. 
Phillips’ Church, N. Y. have been received. 

In order to extend and give efficiency to the future operations 
of the Society, there should be a capital of from three to five thou- 
sand dollars, which might readily be collected ifa proper interest 
could be excited among the Churches. 

The Managers would also report that they are now engaged in 
organizing Auxiliary Societies in such congregations as are fa- 
vourable to the object, and also in locating depositories for the sale 
of tracts throughout the Church.” 

“The committee appointed toconfer witha committee from the 
Associate Synod of New York on the subject of the Presbyterian 
Tract Society, beg leave to offer as their report the following 
minute of the proceedings of the conference. 


- The committees appointed by. the Synod of Philadelphia, and 


the Associate Reformed Synod of New York, to confer on the 


- subject of a mutual co-operation, in the efforts of the “ Presbyte- 


rian Tract and Sunday School Society,” met in Philadelphia on 
Monday the 9th of February, 1835. Present, Rev. John Forsyth, 
of the Associate Reformed Synod of New York, and Dr. C. C. 
Cuyler, and Rev. S. G. Winchester, of the Synod of Philadel- 
phia. | 

The following resolutiors, expressive of the mind of the ‘com- 
mittees, was unanimously adopted as the result of the confer- 
ence, vi

Resolved, That the Associate Reformed Synod of New York, _ 
appoint three ministers and one elder from each of the Preshyte- % 


ries under its care, who shall be members of the Board of Mana 
gers of the “Presbyterian Tract and Sunday School Society,” 
who shall be eligible to any office connected with the Society, 
and who, in all other respects, shall be on an equal footing with 
the other members of the Board. 

2. Resolved, That the Associate Reformed Synod of New York, 
make these appointments annually, so long as they are pleased to 
continue their connexion with the Society. 

3. Resolved, That it be recommended to the Board, always to 
put one member of the Board froin the Associate Reformed Church, 
on the Publishing Committee, without the unanimous consent of 
which committee, no tract or bouk can be published by the So- 
ciety. | 

ng Resolved, That it be recommended to the Board to. forward 
an annual report of their proceedings, to the Associate Reformed 
Synod of New York, as weli as to the Synod of Philadelphia. 

Although it is understood that the Associate Reformed Synod of 
New York has acted on the above minute of the Conference, yet 
no authenticated minute of this action has been furnished the 
committee.” 

The above report was accepted and adopted with the excep- 
tion of the 3d Resolution. 

Resolved, That the present Board of managers of the Presby- 
terian Tract Society, be reappointed for the ensuing year, with 
power to fill any vacancies which may have occurred. | 

The Committee on the subject of Foreign missions reported 
and their report was accepted, adopted, and is as follows, viz: 

Resolved, 1. That in the opinion of this Synod the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian church, is bound by every con- 
sideration of faithfulness to our divine master and fidelity to our 
ruined world, to embark fully and immediately in the great 
cause of Foreign missions. 

2. That the organization by that body of a permanent board 
and the appointment of suitable persons for this work, should 
be undertaken without delay. 

3. That the principal seat of the operations of such an organi- 
zation ought to be in one of the large atlantic cities—the Synod 
would suggest the city of New York. 

4. That the American Board of Commissioners, for Foreign 
missions ought to be requested to transfer to the Board of our 
Assembly, when fully organized, all those stations in Foreign 
lands, at which the majority of ordained persons belong to the 
Presbyterian church. 

5. That members of the Presbyterian church, who are now: 
in the Foreign field or who may hereafter go into it, ought in 
the opinion of this Synod, unless special and extraordinary rea- 
song indicate a different course, to maintain a direct mis- 
sionary relation to the Board of their own church when organi- 
zed, and they are affectionately exhorted to the serious consi- 
deration of this question. 

6. hat if the General Assembly should not at its next meet- 
ing, organize this great interest upon the general principles now 
exhibited, this Synod will itself, at its next meeting, in depen- 
dence on God, fully enter upon the glorious work. 


Resolved, That the stated Clerk be directed to lay a copy of 
the above report before the next General Assembly. 

The report of the Committee on the desecration of the Sabbath 
was indefinitely postponed. 

Resolved, That the calling of the roll be dispensed with. 

Resolved, That the stated Clerk be directed to inform the next 
General Assembly, that the stated Clerk of the late Synod of 
Delaware failed to comply with the order of this Synod to lay 


before them their records. 
Dr. Junkin having made some statements to many of the 
members of this Synod respecting Lafayette College, it was 
Resolved, That this Institution be recotmmended to the patron- 
ace of our churches, and that every facility be given to any au- 
thorized agent who may visit our congregations on this subject. 
The Synod then adjourned at midnight, to meet in the Central 
Presbyterian church, Philadelphia, on the last Wednesday of

A LEECH BURROWING IN THE HUMAN 
THIGH. 


Dr. Roe, of Cavan, mentioned a curious 
case of this nature at the Dublin meeting. 
He said that he was called some time back 
to visit the daughter of a farmer residing at 
Drum, in the county of Cavan; the girl had 
been attacked several days previously with 
inflamation of the thigh, and at the time of 
his arrival was labouring under severe symp- 
tomatic fever, with delirium. The thigh 
was tense, red and shining, enlarged to near- 
ly twice its natural size and extremely pain- 
ful. No cause could be assigned for the dis- 
ease, and he was informed that, until the oc- 
curence of the present attack, she had al- 
ways enjoyed excellent health.

Dr Roe 
stated that he did not know any other way 
in which it. could enter. ‘The animal in 
question is what is called a horse-leech, and 
which is generally found in ditches and 
standing pools.—A/edical Gazette.
